It is the more significant that 
most of it will go directly to 
modernize his army. It is also 


added, as a necessary part of the | 


request, that we will carefully 
supervise it, and see that it is not 
stolen, sold to the enemy, or put 
on the black market as was a 
huge part of the assistance sent 
Chiang on the mainland, 

We can wish to rebuild Chiang’s 
army for but one reason... That 


is to use part of it if the peace 
talks do break down. There grows 
the belief a rift has come between 
the Russians and the Chinese. 
Observers at the truce talks say 
the Chinese want out, but that 
the North Koreans, reflecting 
Russian pressure, are stalling and 
holding up agreement. 

So, we roll the diplomatic dice 
with this proposal to train and 
equip other Chinese. 


Plan 


We have, as General Ridgway 
announced some time ago, reached 
a stalemate. We cannot advance 
with what we have. Nor can we 
be driven‘ out with what the 
Chinese can muster. If they ob- 
tain additional forces from the 
Russians, we will need to match 
them with fighting men from 
other sources. One of the grave 
weaknesses of the United Nations 
is that more members have not 
sent troons in greater numbers to 
Korea. But’ if we can obtain 
100,000 from Chiang’s army that 
would be the answer. Our mili- 
tary does: not have great confi- 
dence in the Generalissimo’s 
troops, which deserted on the 
mainland in vast numbers. But, 
it is believed that he does have 
enough sound soldiers to form 
cadres about which efficient units 
could be built. 

We will do the training and 
we will send men to keep an 
eye on the aid so that it will 
not be stolen and misappropri- 
ated as was so much of the ma- 
teriel sent to Chiang’s govern- 
ment on the mainland. 

This is the message sent to the 
Russians and Chinese. They will 
understand it. It was thrown 
onto the diplomatic dice table, 
where a lot of curious numbers 
come up, just when the talks 
seemed near to breaking down. 


“Atomic Weapons 


If the talks do break down, it 
will be because the Russians 
have been able to persuade the 
Chinese the Formosa decision 
means war against their main- 
land. That is the gamble. But we 
have more than that behind this 
latest decision. 

It is pretty sure that we will 
throw into any resumption of 
major fighting, some of the new 
atomic weapons. This would 
mean atomic artillery and mortar 
fire. both of which reportedly 
are progressed to a point where 
enough crews exist to use at 
least some of the fire power 
tested some months ago in Ne- 
vada. 

If there is a wedge already 
driven between the Chinese 
Communists and the Kremlin, 
this news of Chiang plus the 
fact that if the Red forces do de- 
feat the treaty the United States 
will provide the UN with even 
more effective retaliation, should 
drive that wedge a little deeper. 

So, we led from strength with 
a straight, hard-hitting message 
despite its apparent ambiguous 
lack of dfrectness. “We are 
there to stay.” 

Meanwhile, there is the neces- 
sity to exploit the possibility of 
a real diversion of the Chinese 
revolutionary force from the 
Russian orbit toward our own. 
They are Communists, but it al- 
wavs has been true that the 
Chinese never cared for any for- 
eign domination, including the 
Russian. Had it not been for the 
folly of the Chiang lobby in this 
country that diversion might 
have been accomplished some 
years ago. 

Now, at any rate. we are seek- 
fine to bring it off. 

This latest decision to train 
Chiang’s troops should be help- 
ful . ... provided it is handled 
so that the Russians do not ex- 

lain it to the Chinese as the 

ginning of American aggres- 
sion against their mainland. At 
any rate, the iron dice are roll- 
ing and the odds are better than

“Prominently mentioned in this 
article,” said the Georgia Con- 
gressman, “is the well-known 
singer, Frank Sinatra, and in deal- 
ing with this person the writer of 
the article states that the informa- 
tion he obtained on Sinatra came 
from narcotic files in the Treas- 
ury Department. 

“The writer of the article al- 
leges that Treasury files reveal 
that Sinatra is guided and par- 
tially owned. by such well-known 
criminals as the Fischetti brothers 
and Litcky Luciano.” Among other 
fings, the author of the article 
said the Treasury files show “that 
the crooner had been adopted by 
underworld big shots for the spe- 
cific purpose of making his spon- 
sors seem respectable, thereby fur- 
thering their business enterprises, 
which included, among other 
things, the wholesale distribution 
of narcotics.” 

Preston went on to say that 
when the article was first brought 
to his attention he personally tele- 
phoned the narcotics commission- 
er under the Treasury Department 
to make inquiry regarding the 
truths of the allegations relative to 
|Treasury files. 

“On the following day,” he 
added, “Narcotics Commissioner 
Harry J. Anslinger advised me 
over the telephone that the com- 
ments relative to the Treasury 
files were ‘substantially correct’.”

It is good, but not unexpected, news the 
Communists have bowed to Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway’s demands for real neutrality 
of Kaesong and, therefore, that the truce 
talks will be resumed. 


That the Communist reply came in 


sharp language means nothing more than 
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that the Chinese and North Koreans want 
to save as much face as possible among 
their own peoples. The message accepting 
General Ridgway’s conditions will be 
broadcast over all radio stations and 
printed in all newspapers with great em- 
phasis upon the veiled implication that 
perhaps the Allies are seeking an excuse 
to break off the talks. 


The Communists know, of course, this 
is not true. But General Ridgway happily 
has made it clear United Nations forces 
will not tolerate abusive treatment and 
will not permit the Communists to make 
propaganda capital out of the talks. 


It is the fourth time the Communists 
have acceded to General Ridgway’s de- 
mands. The first was on the issue of reci- 
procity, the breach of which caused the 
latest break in the talks. Second was the 
issue of Allied press representation at Kae- 
song, and third was the issue of withdrawal 
of all foreign troops from Korea as a con- 
dition to discussion of a cease-fire. The 
troop issue is the most important of all 


and it will be ironed out in later talks at 
a higher level, But this country and the 
United Nations will not allow our troops 
to be withdrawn until there-is assurance o*' 
a settlement in good faith. 

The continued willingness of the Com- 
munists to meet our terms indicates anew 
they really want a cease-fire. There still 
are some who fear the truce talks were 
suggested merely as a means of buying 
time for a further Communist military 
build-up for an all-out drive. That is a 
possibility, but the evidence more and more 
is that the Communists are ready to call 
off the fighting in Korea. Though it may 
be simply in order to launch a new offen- 
sive elsewhere, that. too, will depend on 
their finding an area where it would be 
profitable. Communist losses have been 
fearful, even for a country of 400,000,000 
population. Superiority of Western troops, 
tactics and equipment has been proved ef- 
fectively. The Communists cannot win in 
Korea without full Russian assistance, and 
Russia obviously does not believe now is 
the time or Korea the place for beginnin 
a new world war. : 

While prospects are bright in Korea, 
we cannot afford to be lulled into any false 
hopes of real peace as a result. We must 
go on with rearmament. If Korea has 
proved anything it is that force is the only 
deterrent to Communist aggression.

Prince Preston 


Champ Bait Caster 


WASHINGTON—Followers of Izaac Walton 

J will be interested in the rating which bass fisher- 

} men of this area give Géorgia Congressman 

Prince Preston, of the First District, as one of the finest rod-and- 
reel casters in the country. 


Not only is he acclaimed as the leading expert on the subject 
in Congress, but those who have seen him in dction say that he 
has no equal anywhere. : 


Preston got his training on the Ogeechee River in Georgia, 
one of the finest fresh water streams in the state. The stream 
winds through his district not far from his home at Statesboro 
and he seldom misses an opportunity to go bass or bream fishing 
when he is in the state. . 


Hearing of his prowess with the rod, a group of sportsmen in- 
vited him down to the King and Queen Rod and Gun Club in the 
northern neck section of Virginia over the past week end. This 
private club, made up of sports lovers from the Washington and 
Richmond area, has three béautiful lakes covering a surface of 
some 300 acres. They are well stocked with big mouth bass, 
bream (which incidentally came from Georgia) and speckled 
perch. 


és Preston put on a demonstration that left 
Record Breaker members of the club agog. He broke all 
club records for the number of fish caught on a single afternoon. 
The honors for taking him out on one of the lakes were reserved 
for Porter Vaughan, gentleman Virginia farmer, of Stevensville, 
who, with his twin brother Clyde, developed the lakes preserve. 
The Vaughans are no mean fishermen themselves, but after watch- 
ing the Statesboro Congressman perform they unstintingly praised 
him as “undoubtedly one of the finest rod casters in the country.” 


Preston produced a catch of some 20-odd bass in only about 
three hours of fishing. That comes to better than a bass every 
10 minutes, which is as fast fishing as any angler could hope for. 
Moreover, the string he produced had the unusual quality of 
being fairly uniform, ranging from one to around two pounds. He 
had an alibi for not hooking some of the big tackle-busters, 
which run to 10 pounds in Virginia, though much larger ones are 
caught in Georgia: It was the day before the new moon, when, 
according to tradition, the big “Ole Mose” lunkers refuse to bite. 


Those who saw him in action with rod and reel pronounced 
his technique “a work of art.” He seemed to have the faculty 
of dropping a plug into a bushel basket from 30 yards away. That 
counts for bass when you are out on the water and want to place 
your lure in some difficult recess, as every fisherman knows. 
Also he has the knack of dropping a lure of the nonweedless type 
over a log or other debris and successfully retrieving it without 
getting snagged. To an amateur it is a feat that seems impossible, 
but he negotiated it any number of times without ever a hang. 


L For lures, the Georgian uses only two types. . He says it 
ures . 

is a waste of time and money to buy more than an 
underwater running spoon, with pork rind attached, and a surface 
popper. “If the bass or trout are striking,” says Preston, “they 
will take one or the other, depending on whether they are feed- 
ing on the surface or not.” 


But, while acclaimed as a rod-and-reel expert of the first 
order, Preston also qualifies as a bream fisherman par excellence. 
On another outing he and the party occupying the small boat 
with him took 110 bream, or “brim,” as they are more popularly 
ealled in the South. 


For bream bait the Georgian refuses to consider anything but 
crickets. He gets them from the Armstrong Cricket Farm at Glen- 
ville, Ga., which produces the little chirpers on a commercial 
basis. Both he and Sen. Walter F. George, who is rated as a top 
fisherman also, claim there 1s no finer panfish bait in the world 
than crickets. 


Georgia, which has produced many notable champions in the 
field of sports, may have another in Prince Preston. He shows 
promise of being recognized as the Ty Cobb of the bait casters 
or the Bobby Jones of the bream beds: Since his appearance at 
the Virginia lakes, Phillips Clarke, Washington sportsman who is 
president of the club, has been urged to name Preston as club 
procurer for regular fish fries. His catch definitely improved the 
morale of the organization in that it convinced the less skilled 
anglers that the fish are there if you know how to take them.

The issue involved in the fight over Indiana welfare funds is 
not simply a dispute over whether or not welfare records should 
be made public.

Yet this is what Oscar Ewing insists his Federal Security Agency 
can do. 


If the rights of the states to enact laws, to administer laws and 
to keep the people informed on how their taxes are spent do not 
exist, then the Constitution of the United States is dead. The origi- 
nal idea of a federation of states with separation of powers has 
been secretly overthrown from within. That is why, as Indiana 
State Senate President Pro Tem John W. Van Ness said, “This 
fight cannot be compromised. It must be fought through to a fin- 
ish if the American form of government is to survive and its 
people are to be protected from government by secrecy, autocracy, 
prejudice and conspiracy.” 


The sole purpose of Indiana’s antisecrecy law is to return to the 
people of Indiana the right that was taken from them under duress 
by the federal government, the right to see how their tax money is 
spent. The right is guaranteed under the First Amendment to the 
Constitution. If the people of Indiana no longer have it, they can 
no longer depend on the U. S. Constitution to protect their liberties.

chiggers don’t bite. As a matter of fact, what the entomologists actually say is that chigger doesn’t 
burrow under the skin. They say further, according to Lowell Nussbaum of The Indianapolis Star, 


that the chigger has piercing mouth parts and 
usually pierces the skin at a hair follicle. After 
piercing the skin the pesky critter injects a fluid 
which breaks down the epidermal cells which it 
then sucks up. This action causes the itching. 

Sounds awful, doesn’t it, almost as bad as it 
feels. Scratching, they say, merely spreads the 
fluid and makes the itching worse. 

A good dusting with sulphur before exposure 
is recommended as the best preventive. You 
dust yourself, that is, not the chigger. After the 
bites are already there, bathing in soapy water 
will help. So will ammonia, lysol, camphor and 
alcohol (applied externally).

When ‘Peace’ Means War 


WASHINGTON—We’ve got a new dictionary in the world. Our Webster’s 


and whatever is comparable in other nations are* out of date. 
“war” and “war” means “peace.” 


“Peace” means 
Or substantially that, at least, when these 


words are passed back and forth among the governments of the United States 


and Britain, on one hand, and Ryssia, on the other. 
out of what some thought might be a significant new adventure. 


That’s about all that’s come 
At least it was 


an interesting and surprising innovation when Russia opened a chink in her Iron Curtain for a 


bit of light from outside. 


First, you recall, when it permitted publication in Pravda of a message 


from Herbert Morrison, British foreign secretary, in which he told of the desire of the people 


of Britain for peace and explained the freedoms 
of the English people. Pravda, in the same edi- 
tion, ran a long-winded, dialectic, torturous reply 
saying, in effect, that “peace” in the British 
lexicon meant “war,” that Russia was the “peace- 
loving” nation, and also permitted the various 
freedoms to everybody except “the enemies of 
the people’—which seems to be a pretty big class 
in Russia. 


Then we came in, you remember. To bring 
to light, incidentally, the forgotten man in Rus- 
sia, the figurehead known as President of the 
Presidium of the Supreme Soviet, by name of 
Nikolai M. Shvernik. He had a message for our 
people saying how Russia wanted peace and re- 
newed an old proposal along with it, a five-power 
pact for international contro] of atomic energy, 
disarmament and the like, which Russia has con- 
tinually blocked. His message and one with it 
from the. presidium contained the usual stuff 
about how “peace” meant “war” as far as the 
United States and the Westerh powers were con- 
cerned. This material was by nature of a reply 
to a resolution passed by our Congress some 
time ago expressing the friendship of our people 
for the Russian people which had been trans- 
mitted by President Truman a month before, but 
had not been published to the Russian people. 

Our State Department, which has been warn- 
ing against Russian peace gestures as cloaks for 
new aggressive maneuvers, then blasted Mr. 
Shvernik’s and the presidium’s messages as “a 
propaganda plot,” borrowing from the Russian 
book. And that was that. 


The following day the Russian govern- 
ment finally permitted—or ordered—publi- 
cation at long last of Congress’ resolution, 
along with Mr. Shvernik’s pronouncements 
and also an article in Izvestia, companion 
Soviet mouthpiece for Pravda. The article 
said that eur government represented “inter- 
national reaction” and was trying to “con- 
fuse people with lies and deceive them.” 
Then this gem, straight-faced, which sums it 
all up: 

“They seek to present their aggressive 
policy as peaceful and the peaceful policy 
of the USSR and other peace-loving coun- 
tries as aggressive.” 


So there’s where we are in our great new ad- 
venture. Exactly nowhere. 


This recent outburst of publication was sup- 
posed to do something about “people speaking 
to people” so that the people of the United States 
and Russia might understand each other and 
work together for peace. But all it turned out to 
be was heads of government speaking to each 


¢ 
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other, and not politely, which is the way they’ve 
been speaking to each other too long now. About 
all they’ve said to each other is that old wheeze, 
which we newspaper people highly resent: 

“You can’t believe a word you see in the news- 
papers.” 

And the rest of us can’t believe anything any 
more in old Webster’s dictionary. 

Now if we could just get three guys named 
Harry and Herb and Joe together, fellows who 
work in the machine shop or on the farm, we 
might get somewhere. But that’s getting back to 
where we started, too, for big Harry and Herbert 
and Joe can’t permit little Harry and Joe and 
Herb to speak to each other. 

Meanwhile, this “peace” or “war” or what- 
ever it is is getting mighty expensive for all of 
us all over the world.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9—(/)— 
Japan’s “FBI” chief told a Con-| 
gressional committee Thursday. 
that Russia knew about Japanese 
plans to attack the United States | 
and Great Britain two months be- | 
fore Pearl Harbor. 

He also testified that Commu- 


nist agents in Tokyo were agitat- 
ing constantly at that time to get 
Japan to strike southward in the 
Pacific instead of waging war on 
Soviet Siberia. 

The witness was Mitsusada 
Yoshikawa, chief of the special 
investigating bureau of the Jap- 
anese Attorney General’s office, 
who is in this country to study 
legislative procedure. He. was 
called before the House Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee. 


HEADED SPY RING 


Yoshikawa said the Soviet Gov- 
ernment got its information from 
a fabulous spy ring headed by 
Dr. Richard Sorge, a German 
Communist who worked as press 
attache in the German Embassy 
in Tokyo. Sorge was caught by 
the Japanese in 1944 and hanged. 

_ Yoshikawa assisted in the prose- 
cution. 

Early in October, 1941, he testi- 
fied, Sorge’s ring sent Moscow a 
secret message that Japan was 
doing her best to arrive at a set- 
tlement with the United States in 
talks at Washington. He said the 
message also contained this illum- 
inating paragraph: 

“If America refuses to compro- 
mise by the middle of October, 
Japan will attack America, the 
Malay countries, Singapore and 
Sumatra. She will not attack Bor- 
neo because it is within reach of 
Singapore and Manila.” 

The Japanese struck at Pearl 
Harbor Dec. 7, 1941, and proceed- 
ed to overrun Southern Asia and 
the Philippines. ; 


U. S* AIDED RUSSIA 


The Congressional investigation 
of Pearl Harbor, made immedi- 
ately after the war, never de- 
veloped any indication that the 
Russians gave any warning to the 
United States, although at the time 
Russia was receiving American 
lend-lease supplies to help her re- 
sist the Nazis. 

When the Germans were poised 
to attack Russia, it has been of- 
ficially disclosed, the United 
States sent a warning to Moscow. 

At a parallel hearing being con- 
ducted by the Senate’s Internal 
Security Subcommittee Thursday, 
Maj. Gen. Charles A. Willoughby, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s intel- 
ligence chief in the Far East, 
linked an American -woman and 
a British journalist to the Sorge 
ring. 

Willoughby identified them as 
Mrs. Agnes Smedley, 56, a writer 
on China who died in England 
last year, and Guenther Stein, 
German-born but British natural- 
ized in 1941. He said Stein was 
last heard of in November. 1950, 
in France, where he was arrested 
and deported on a charge of So- 
viet espionage.

Yes, even women, especially 
women can be the law’s strong 
arms. 

Police women are needed to 
serve on Atlanta’s Civil De- 
fense police force, according to 
George M. (Pup) Phillips, 
head of Atlanta civil defense. 

“If we were bombed in the 
daytime we would have to de- 
pend on housewives for rescue 
work, to prevent sabotage and 
looting and to keep traffic 
panic under control,” Mr. Phil- 
lips explains. 


The five women on Atlan- 
ta’s regular police force and 
the 36 women serving on 
school patrol duty have done 
such a “capable job,” accord- 
ing to Mr. Phillips and Police 
Chief Herbert T. Jenkins, 
that more of that kind are 
asked to serve on the aux- 
iliary force. 


“We need 1,000 men and 
women to serve in this vital 
job,” Mr. Phillips urges. 

Mary LeGallienne, an Atlan- 
ta mother who lives at 65 Love 
St. S. W. is the first woman to 
volunteer. She graduates as an 
auxiliary police Aug. 14 and 
will start field work, serving 
with the Atlanta police force 
immediately thereafter. 

The only woman in a class of 
50, Mrs. LeGallienne has at-~- 
tended weekly classes at the 
police station for 10 weeks. The 
classes were taught by police 
officers. 


A petite brunette, 5 ft. 3 
inches in height, Mrs. LeGal- 
lienne “has yearned to be a 
police woman” since the 
Atlanta force started taking 
women in February, 1950. 
She figured she was too small. 


Another incentive for her 
early registration in civil de- 
fense work was to “sort of” 
replace her husband, an air 
raid warden in World War II, 
who will not be -able to serve 
this time, she explains.

Put 1 cup of uncooked rice, 2 


cups of cold water and 1 tea- 
spoon of salt in a two-quart 
saucepan and cover with a tight- 


fitting lid. Bring to a vigorous 
boil. Then reduce the heat as 
low as possible and steam for 
14 minutes or until all the water 
is absorbed, leaving the separate 
rice grains with their full nu- 
tritional value. This makes very 
firm rice grains. (If you prefer 
more tender rice grains, add 4 
cup more water and increase the 
slow cooking time 4 or 5 min- 
utes.)
